4>i the Queen also witnessed the presentation all over the 

:}ountry of many open spaces for pubh'c recreation in 

wns and villages. If the truth were known it would 
\he fouad that not a few of these grounds owe their origin 
^o^ the inflaence exercised on the public mind by the 
Steady and successful labours of your Association during 
^he last 15 years. The recreation grounds and play- 
grounds laid out, or assisted to be Uid out or pur- 
chased, by your Association now number 102, while 
%iany hundreds of trees and seats haye been planted 
And placed in public gardens and public thorough- 
$ieires, besides the provision of drinkivg-fjun tains 
^nd gymnastic apparatus. In addition to the 
jfork actually accomplished, your Association, during the 
last twelve mooths, has been actively engaged in 
Operations on the following grounds : East Street open 
%pace, Walworth, York Street disused burial ground, 
Walworth, and Guy's Hospital disused burial ground, 
i^ermondsey ; and in negociat^ons for the acquis tion of 
^everal sites, including the Paragon, New Kent Road, 
xhrough a generous oifer on the pu^of the owner, Lord 
^langattock, who is a member of th^^BSOciation. It is 
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^ %oped that all these grounds, with Albion Square and 
^ -others, will be ready for opening in the approaching Spring 
p or early Summer. Your Association has alio given aEsis- 
t <tanee in lajing out the <* Oval," Oity Boad, and in the 
^ ^ereation of a playground in Benbow Street, Deptford. 

Several schemes for the acquisition of large new parks 
-on the outskirts of London have received the active 
-support of your Association^ notably in the cases of 
Churchyard Bottom Wood, N., Wandsworth Riverside 
fiecreation Ground, S.W., Golder's Hill, N.W., and 
-Pymmes Park, N. 

Your attention should also be drawn to the work of the 
"Queen's Oommemoration Joint Committee, composed of 
representatives of the Association, the Oommons Preser- 
vation and Kyrle Societies, and the National Trust. 
The Committee secured an excellent Ohairman in Lord 
Hobhouse, and one of its Hon. Secretaries is your 
Secretary, Mr. Basil Holmes. Its object has been to 
*eecure the acquisition throughout the country of *' Victoria 
Open Spaces " in commemoration of the Queen's long 
Teign. It has acUvely pursued its labours througbout the 
year, and as you will see from the further particulars 
given on page 19 it has met with considerable encourage- 
ment and succdSB. 

In former years your Association spent much valuable 
iiime in seeking sites suitable for recreation grounds, and 
in negociations (not always successful) in regard to 
their transference or purchase. Now your Association is 
principally occupied in carrying to successful issues 
«chemeB which are brought to its notice by persons 
"interested in the preservation of open spaces, or by local 
1i)odies desirous of obtaining its assistance { consequently 
year by year the work of this character which can be 
classed as unsuccessful b3Comes less. 

The thanks of the Association are due to many 
lienerous donors, but more especially to the City Parochial 
Foundation, which has promised to find the ^hole of the 
amount needed for the laying out of St. Matthew's, 
Bethnal Gree'n, and has in the past provided funds for 
ihe laying out of St. James's Churchyard, Pentonville,^ 
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Gay's Hospital disused burial ground, and East Street 
playground ; to several of the Oity Companies; and to the- 
** Times '* and other daily and local paper/>, and the Press 
in general, which by their kind and sympa^tic attitude^ 
towards the cause of open spaceSi have rendered your 
most valuable assistance. 

The operations of the Association are limited by the^ 
amount of the funds placed at its disposal. As it? work 
becomes more known and appreciated, so the demand/^ 
which are made oa it for assistance increase. It is to be 
hoped« therefore, that a Urge augmentation, during th&< 
coming year, will take plac§ both in the number of it* 
members and 1 1 e extent of its income. 

It is somewhat remarkable that whiht many charitable^ 
organisations are in the habit of receiving legacies, your 
Assoc'ation during the 15 years of its existence has only- 
benefited in this manner to tha extent of £400. We 
would wish to draw the attention of members to the Form* 
of Bequest to be found at the commencement of thi» 
pamphlet, and to express a hope that they W)ll support 
the Association not only during their lifetimes, but 
endeavour as far as in them lies to make its operation9> 
lasting' by the gradual building up, through testamentary^ 
disposi ion, of a permanent Investment , Fund. W& 
cannot conclude this Report without alludiDg to the great 
loss sustained by the Association through the death of- 
its esteemed friend and Vice- Chairman. Lord Dorchester, 
who was one of its earliest Vice-Chairmen, and who ever 
took an active interest in its work.

The many undertakings which have been earned tea 
successful issue during the past year may be roughly

2. — Provision of gymnastic apparatus for one play<^ 
ground. ^ 

3. — Drinking fountains placed on three sites. 

4. — Seats placed in twelve localities. 

5. — Trees planted in three places. 

6. — Assistance given in the preservation, acquisition or- 
improvement of thirteen open spaces. 

DETAILS OF SUCCESSFUL WORK. 

I. — 8t James* Disused Burial Cfrov/nd, Pentonville, N. 

This useftil garden wfis laid out by the Association at 
the sole cost of the City Parochial Foundation. It was 
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opened by CAptain Pentdn on July 6th, and is being- 
maintained by the Clerkenwell Vestry. It is nearly two" 
acres in extent. Captain Penton is generously paying foir 
the erection of a drinking fountain. 

2. — 8t, Matthew' 9 Disused Bvnrial Chrotmd, Bethnal Cheen, E^ 

The parish churchyard of Bethnal Green, which is three 
acres in extent, was also laid out by the Association, the 
Oity Parochial Foundation having allowed their grant for 
1897 to be allocated for the purpose. It was opened on 
July 20th by the Earl of Meath, and is being maintained 
by the Bethnal Green Vestry. The Rector (now Bibhop' 
of Stepney) was able, by means of an anonymous donation,. 
to purchase a small piece of property at the eastern end of 
the ground, thereby affording access to the garden from 
a Yery crowded portion of the parish. 

5; — 8t, StepJien's Church Qa/rdeuy Bow, E, ^ 

A plot of ground surrounding the church of St. Stephen^ 
North Bow, was laid out and dpened in May. The Vicar 
has undertaken to maintain it ad a public giu*den. 

4. — Play^rownd in Benbow Street, Deptfordf S,E. 

Some years ago the Greenwich District Board of Works 
acquired from the London County Council a plot of land 
adjoining the garden of St. Nicholas in Wellington 
Street, Deptford, and extending to Benbow Street. 
This the Board has b^en able during the past summer 
to asphalte and throw open as a children's recreation 
ground. The Association has provided gymnastic 
apparatus at a cost of about £U0, and the ground was 
opened on November 1st. 

5. — Drinking Fotmtavn, Brooke's Market, Holhom, W.O, 

A drinking fountain is being erected by the Association 
in this small open space on the north side of Holborn^ 
at the cost of an anonymous donor.

12, — Seats for Brentford, W, 

Eight seats were granted for a public garden at Brent- 
ford, half the cost being borne by the District Council. 

13, — Seats for Bai'king, E, 

Eighteen seats were granted for a new recreation ground 
^t Barking, opened ^n May 24th, half their cost being 
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borne by the District Council. The ground was acquired 
as a memorial of the 60th year of Her Majesty's leign. 

U.-^SeaUfor Wendell Pa/rh, W. 

Six seats were granted for an open space known ai 
Wendell Park in Starch Green, W. 

15. — Seats for West Hill, Wcmdsworth, 8.W. 

The Association gave four seats for the public footway in 
West Hill.

The St. Luke's Vestry, after many years' negociation, 
in which the Association frequently took part, has ac- 
quired on a lopg lease and has laid out the space in front 
of Windsor Terrace, City Eoad. It was opened on 
Kovember 22Ed, and the seven seats on the site were 
the gift of the Association. 

17, — Seats for De Beauvoir Sqicare, N, 

Two additional seats were granted for this much used 
garden, which was laid out for the public by the Association 
in 1892. 

18, — Seats for South Grove, Camfiberwell, 8,E, 

Twelve seats were granted for a shrubbery in this 
thoroughfare, laid oat by the Camberweli Vestry. 

19, — Seats at Batcliff -on- Trent, Notti/nghamshire, 

20, — Seats at South Stoneham, Hants, 

At the cost of the Hon. Henry Ncel ^nd Sir Samuel 
Montagu, M.P., seats were provided by the Association 
in public sites in these localities, those at the former place 
bearing the name of the Association. The funds of tbe 
Association are not available for work outside London and 
its immediate neighbourhood, but assistance is gladly 
given to members who wish to encourage similar work in 
other parts of the kingdom.

With some of the proceeds of the letting of seats in 
a Jubilee stand erected in St. George-the-Martyr 
Churchyard, Borough, the Association has renovated 
the garden surrounding the church. It is hoped that in 
other places of the kind, where trees were injured and 
gardens damaged, due care may be taken to repair such 
damage. 

34, — Christ Chu/rch Garden^ Spitalfislds, E, 

This ground was laid out by the Association in 1892, and 
its maintenance was undertaken by means of kind promises 
of assistance from members, and an annual grant of £60 
from the Whitechapel District Board of Works, for five 
years. The five years having expired, the Association 
has, witi the Bector's permission, applied to the London 
County Council to undertake its future maintenance, and 
to this the Council-has agreed. 

35, — Threatened Encroachments on the Forecourts in

The Association joined in successfully opposing some 
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encroachments for which powers were sought, and the 
London Oonntj Council declined to sanction them. 

36, — Ga/mpatead Heath Protection Society, 

This society of persons living in the neighhourhood, who 
are interested in preserving the natural heauties of the 
Heath, was formed with the assistance of the Association. 
It has already done useful work. 

3T. — Opjpontion to New Cemetery, Qolderi Hill, N,W, 

The Association joined in successfully opposing the 
acquisition of a large area of land at Golders G-reen, near 
Hampstead Heath, by the Abney Park Cemetery Company. 

38, — Judging Wvndow Ga/rdens, 

At the wish of the Metropolitan Association for im- 
proving the Dwellings of the Industrious Classes, the 
Inspector of the Association was appointed to judge the 
merits of window and cottage gardens for prizes. 

39, — Queen's Commemoration Committee, 

This Committee, consisting of representatives of the 
Commons Preservation Society, Kyrle Society, National 
Trust and the Association, with Lord Hobhouse as Chair- 
man, has reported that in addition to the letter sent to all 
local authorities and many landoiisners throughout the 
kingdom, it pt^blished a letter in the public press, asking 
for support for several schemes for securing open spaces in 
and round London, and that of these schemes the 
acquisition of Churchyard Bottom Wood, Wandsworth 
riverside ground, Pymmf s Park, and the Chestnut Estates 
are likely soon to be carried through. As memorials of the 
. 60th year of Her Majesty's reign, the Committee has 
heard of gifts or purchases of open spaces in many 
places in the country. Much information upon open 
space law, etc., has been given to local authorities and 
others in urban and rural districts.

lave of relaxation and recreation is in the thoroughfares^ 
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wBere every inltalation of air is laden with dust, grit, and dirt, 
the shakings of innumerable doormats ; their children have 
no playground but the gutter and the pavement, and the 
marvel is that child-life is not decimated by street traffic. 
Perhaps on rare and accidental occasions some of those who 
live in the poor and crowded districts get a glimpse of 
suburban country ;^ but for the most part they have no retreat 
from whirl and hurry, slavery and closeness, and it stands to 
reason that the children brought up under such unfavourable 
circumstances can be healthy neither mentally, morally, nor 
physically. 

Now the provision of garden and playground, though of 
course no panacea for human suffering and misery, will 
largely help to brighten their lot.' There will be a spot 
where there may be a retreat from the sufifocating, sickly 
smell of the dwelling, where the eye may be refreshed with 
a glimpse of nature, and where the ear may rest Ifrom the 
jangle of voices and the rush of traffic. There will be spots, 
too, exclusively for children, where they will be out of harm's 
way under the supervision of a judicious caretaker, who will 
prevent tyranny and misconduct, and where they may also 
enjoy health-giving exercises; 

K there be any doubt as to whether gardens and play- 
grounds will be valued, let those who are incredulous pay a 
visit, on any day and at any hour, to those few acres in 
-crowded neighbourhoods which have been laid out for the 
public, and a list of which will be found in Appendices 
A and B in this report. It will be seen that these 
merciful retreats are in constant use, that they are 
thoroughly appreciated, and that, under ordinary super* 
«rision, no irgury is done. 

But- there is another reason for increasing the number 
of open spaces of every kind, and that is a sanitary one. 
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the provision ,of public vecreaiion grounds is not a mavb 
]nestion of ornamental philanthropy, though of the purest 
sort, 'and that which blesses the largest number, and is the 
least abused of any — ^but it is also a vital question of social 
economy and expediency. 

Jjondon is year by year becotning more and more packed, 
ftnd populated, and extended, to a degree that must fill every 
tpf! active mind with concern and apprehension. The ever- 
widening girdle of bricks and mortar — ^the ever-increasing 
height of dwellings and warehouses — the tendency thai 

/here is for the current of human life from all directions t* 
flow towards the metropolis — can have but one possible 
efifect, and that is to gender London less and less the place 
where the bodily functions can have full and natural play, 
where bone and muscle in the young may be developed, and 
where constitutions are able tb ward off disease and decay. 

The Association believes that, by securing open spaces, it 
is adopting the best method to meet the evil which is threat- 
ening London. It is felt that each newly-acquired ^ppen 
s})ace will be not merely an immense benefit to the locality 
in which it happens to be placed, but that the whole metro- 
polis will be distinctly a gainer by it. There wiU be so much 
more general lung power ; so much less con turn inated air. 

xVIr. John Liddle, the Medical Orticer of Health for the 
Whitechapel district, in his report for the quarter ending 
April, 1882, offers a forcible testimony on this point. After 
showing that the density of the population of London has 
increased from "42*5 persons to an acre, in 1872, to 50*8 
persons per acre, in 1881, he goes on to say, '* London k** 
already over-populated. Hence the necessity of providing 
open spaces for the people ; for, unless means are taken to 
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« 

proride parks and recreation grounds for the nse of the 
inhabitants of the metropoUs, the increasing aggregation of 
hmnan beings in confined spots, if continued longer, wiU 
become a source of great danger to the public health. Open 
spaces, therefore, regardless of the cost, should be preserved 
for the people." 

The work of the Association is as follows : — 

To endeavour to secure, for purposes of health and recrea- 
tion, available vacant plots of ground, large or smaU, within 
the Metropolitan area; to obtain the right of laying out, and 
planting, and seating, all Disused Burial Grounds, waste 
places, and enclosed squares. These, according to the 
circumstances of the case and the requirements of the locality, 
wiU be laid out either as gardens, or as garden and play- 
ground combined, or as playgrounds pure and simple. 

The first will be merely resting-places, designed principally 
for adults, well provided with benches ; as far as is consistent 
with strict economy they will be made attractive by 
means of grass and flowers, shrubs and trees. 

Second — Garden and playground. Here the comfort and 
the pleasure of children will be studied. There will be broad 
stretches of concrete pavement or gravel paths, interspersed 
with shrubs, trees, grass, and seats. 

Third — The playgrounds will be exclusively for the 
use of children, who will be watched over by some 
intelligent man in charge of the ground, who, during certain 
hours, would be able to instruct the children in simple 

gymnastics. 

To establish these grounds, according to the best methods 
and with the best advice, is the main object of the Associa- 
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tion. Before laying out each grornid for its special 
purpose, the Association arranges for its permanent 
maintenance, either by securing its transfer to the London 
County Council, or Local Authority, under the Open Spaces 
Acts {vide Appendix D) or by obtaining special annual 
^ants from public bodies or private individuals, in which 
case it retains the maint^enance in its own hands, e,g., Tower 
Gardens, Ebury Square, etc. But the Association steadily 
declines to make the permanent maintenance of any ground 
a charge upon its general funds, which are wholly required 
for laying out, and other purposes. 

Although the Association has been formed chiefly in order 
io secure and establish open spaces, still it regards as being 
within the scope of its objects everything that tends to the 
lealth and physical well-being of the people. 

The provision of gymnasia in elementary schools is part 
of the work of the Association. 

It agitates for the opening of every school playground to ^ 
the children of the neighbourhood at all hours that are not 
flchool hours, from light to dusk, if possible, with suitable 
gynmastic apparatus, under the charge of an instructor. 

It endeavours to plant trees and place seats in the wider 
thoroughfares. It uses its influence to obtain the erection 
of baths and wash-houses, and swimming-baths. 

It is the business of the Association to collect reliable 
information respecting all the poorer districts of 
the metropolis, and to direct public attention to over- 
crowding, and other social evils. It cordially invites all 
those who believe that a larger number of open spaces and 
. recreation grounds in London and other overcrowded centres ' 
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would conduce to the physical welfare of the labouring 
classes, young and old, to unite with it in its efforts to attain 
this much to be desired result. 

The Secretary will gladly add to the list of members the 
names of any persons who feel that the objects which the 
Association has in view are worthy and important ones. 

As the work that the Association has taken in hand is 
obviously a costly one, and as the success of its efforts in any 
direction will largely depend upon the substantial support 
accorded to it by well-wishers, it is found necessary to ask 
every Member to subscribe to it annually.

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THE VALUE OF DISUSED BURIAL GROUNDS. 



It is generally recognised that plants, and especially trees, largely assist 
in the. purification of the atmosphere which surrounds them, by absorbing 
the poisonous gases, and at the same .time giving off — to use Dr. 
Hardwicke's expression—" the life-renewing element — pure oxygen/* 
The provision, therefore, of public recreation grounds is not a mere 
question of ornamental philanthropy, but a vital quection of social 
economy and expediency, and every effort should be made to establish 
gardens whenever possible in the vast area of houses which constitutes the 
metropolis. Public attention is, happily day by day being drawn with 
greater force to the im{5ortant question of the Provision as v.'ell as the 
Preservation of Open Spaces, as was instanced by the struggle in 
Parliament to save the Burial Ground adjoining the church of St. James, 
Hampstead Road, from unnecessary interference by the London an<f 
North -Western Railway Company. 

This particular case brought forth the opinion of another eminent man 
upon the question. Dr. Hoffman, who, reporting officially to the Home 
Office, says : — 

" The importance of preserving existing Open Spaces in the midst of 
** a large city cannot, I think, be over-rated, and, except for the sake of 
"** undoubted public improvement, Disused Burial Grounds should not be 
^* disturbed, but should be turfed, and planted with flowers and shrubs, 
■** and permanently kept in good order." 

It is, perhaps, not generally known that tWb recent Acts of Parliament — 
■**The Metropolitan Open spaces Act, 1881," and **The Open Spaces 
Act, 1887 " — afford facilities for thus utilising Disused Burial Grounds, 
and the Disused Burial Grounds- Act, 1884, makes it illegal " to erect any 
Buildings upon any Disused Burial Ground, except for the purpose of 
enlarging a Church, Chapel, Meeting-house, or other place of worship." 
By the Open Spaces Act of 1887, it is made illegal to erect any temporary 
or moveable Buildings in a Disused Burial Ground. 

Attention is therefore drawn to the provisions of these three Acts which 
are printed in extenso, with others, in Appendix D of this volume. 

The Association urges upon Incumbents and othart, who have Disused 
Burial Grounds under their care, the desirability of availing themselves of 
the Acts referred to, and will gladly assist them so far as it is in its power to 
do so. 
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STEPS TO BE TAKEN FOR LAYING OUT AND 

THROWING OPEN TO THE PUBLIC 

A DISUSED CHURCHYARD OR BURIAL GROUND'^ 

AND FOR ITS MAINTENANCE BY THE 

London County Council, or the Local Authority. 



1. Decide how much assistance is to be sought from the London 
County Council, or the Local Authority, that is the Vestry or 
District Board, if 'in London, or the Urban or Rural Sanitary 
Authority, if in the provinces, in the carrying out of the scheme. 
Thus, in approaching any of these bodies, it should be considered^ — 

(a) Whether they are to be asked to lay out the ground, or only 
to take it over for maintenance after it has been laid out 
by others, ^.^., the Association. 

(3) Whether they may require, or can have the freehold, or 
only a limited interest, such as a lease of the ground. 

2. The Incumbent or Owner will, when the maintenance by the ^ 
Local Authority or London County Council has been agreed to be 
required to execute a Deed transferring the Ground to the Local 
Authority, or the County Council, upon the terms and conditions 
that have previously been mutually arranged. 

3. In the case of a Consecrated Ground, a Faculty must be obtained Consecrated; 
from the Bishop of the Diocese by the Local Authority, or the London Grounds 
County Council, as the case may be, permitting such body to jSJSi^* 
exercise powers of management over it ; and should it be needful 

to move tombstones, such Faculty must also contain a license to do 
so, otherwise they cannot be moved, {vtd^ para. 5). 

4. The Consistory Court of the Diocese usually requires the 
following preliminary steps to have been taken and the production 
OJF the following documents on application for a Faculty for powers 
of management over Consecrated Ground : — 

(tf) The Preparation of a plan and detailed statement of what it 
is proposed to do to the ground, and of an estimate of the 
expense involved. 

(3) The plan, statement, and estimate, to have been submitted 
to a meeting of the Vestry of the Parish, and a resolution 
(which shbuld be carefully prepared) to have been passed 
approving the plan, statement, estimate, and application 
for a -Faculty. 

(c) The plan, statement, and estimate, to have .been also 
approved by resolution of the Local Authority or .the 
London County Council, as the case may be.
